Wendell Breeze, twenty-year-old aon 
of Mr. and Mra. Qeorge Breete, of Ok- 
lahoma auburb, and an employao of 
the Braeae Heat Market, attempted to 
Uke hla own life at a point near the 
Mayavlllo cemetery at about .6:10 
o'otock Saturday morning by ahooting 
bimaalf through the body near the 
heart with a .88 caliber icvniver. 

The cause of young Dreeze'n rash act 
ia thought to have been a luve affair. 
It ig gaid he wa.s to be married Satur- 
day at Weat Union to a well known 
young woman of the Baat End. Ar- 
rangementa had been made for them to 
motor to Weat Union leaving at gix 
o'clock Saturday morning with two 
frienda. 

He left his home in ntg automobile 
and drove past the Frank Wood secoml 
hand store in the Fifth ward wliere he 
purchaaed a .3.S caliber Smith and 
Wesson revolver. Ilo then drove his 
machine to a point near tho MaysvlUe 
cemetery whore he Is supposed to have 
shot himself. Wounded, he drove his 
automobile down Foregt avenue and 
when near the M, E. church, he la 
thought to have fainted. The machine 
ran into a rook pile and atopped. A 
woman living nearby, seeing that he 
was ill, ran to the machine and aalced 
him the trouble. He told her that he 
had shot himself and she called assist- 
ance. 

In the automobile was found a note 
written by young lirecze and address- 
ed to his mother in whioli he made 
reference to his love tor his mother 
and the young woman. He told that he 
was shooting himaelf and added "Thla 
is the beat way." 

The inlured man waa taken to the 
home of hla parenta, Mr. and Mta.
